Examination of Maine's Role in World War II 


Exhibition ‘E": Maine Ships For Victory opens March \0, 
providing an illumination of coastal Maine people and their 
contributions towards winning World War II. 

Twenty-four Maine shipyards built more than 1300 vessels 
between December 7, 1941 and the end of the war in 1945. Bath 
lron Works built destroyers; two yards in South Portland built 
Liberty Ships; and the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard in Kittery 


built submarines. Often forgotten is the number of smaller yards 
which produced hundreds of vessels for combat and non-combat 
use, such as minesweepers, coastal transports and utility boats, 
at firms like Gamage's yard in South Bristol, Hinckley's in 
Southwest Harbor, and Hodgdon's in East Boothbay. 

The Maine homefront deserves as much attention as does the 
workplace in the context of observing activities and events that 
took place on the coast during World War Il. Rationing of butter, 
gas and sugar, the implementation of a civilian coastal watch for 
enemy aircraft and vessels, the exhaustive efforts of the Coast 
Guard all made definite contributions toward victory. 

The lives of those who fought at sea are what the war, the 
victory, and the outcome of both, are truly all about. Shipmodels, 
shipyard |.D. badges and shift books, celebratory launching pins, 
Merchant Marine medals, original propaganda posters, historic 
photographs, and shipbuilders' tools will provide a full 
understanding of the role of the Mainer and of the Maine 
shipyards in helping to win World War II. 

The Navy "E" and Army-Navy "E" were awards given for 
efficiency in pursuing the war effort. The coveted "E" was 
awarded to several Maine shipyards and many Maine-built naval 
vessels.

lan Marshall's UffAlabama, Golden Gate /945 
ham Bows & Ironclads, an exhibition of watercolor paintings 
of early ironclad warships by lan Marshall, opened January 19. 

Marshall specializes in historically accurate paintings of 
warships of the world during 1860-1945, the period of time when 
iron-plated and then steel-armored warships, many with bows 
shaped to ram other vessels, took over the sailing "wooden 
walls." Before this time, wooden men-of-war and frigates made 
up the front line of the world's navies. 

Ona soft background, Marshall presents fine, accurate 
details of each ship in an environment, an action which subtly 
reminds the viewer of its importance in history. He connects ship 
with relevant, significant situations, providing a bigger, more 
complete and important, historical picture. Marshall has 
portrayed American, British, French, German, and Russian ships 
in his work, and wonderfully evokes the spirit of the times. 

An architect by trade, Marshall applies his command and 
respect of the smallest detail with the art of traditional 
watercolor painting as related to his fascination with maritime 
history. Marshall's bold watercolors have been displayed at the 
Naval Academy in Annapolis, Maryland and at the Navy Museum 
in Washington, D.C. Originally from Scotland, Marshall has lived 
and painted in Southwest Harbor, Maine for many years. 

Ram Bows & /ronclads will run through May 21 in the 
Peterson Gallery, concurrently with the Museum's World War II 
exhibition, ExAvbition ‘E’ which opens March 10, and with the 
Museum's Maritime History Symposium on the weekend of May 5. 


2rd Annual Maritime History Symposium 

The twenty-third annual Maritime History Symposium, held 
on the first weekend in May, will see a gathering of all sorts of 
people interested in maritime history, from ship buffs and 
seamen to museum historians and academic scholars. This year, 
the Symposium will focus on World War II maritime history, a 
mix of Navy, merchant marine, and shipbuilding subjects, with 
an emphasis on Maine's homefront experience. Speakers and 
topics include the following: 

John H. Reevy of Portland, Maine will share his experiences 
as an officer on the Bath-built destroyer Hughes at 
the time the vessel suffered a Kamikaze strike. Historian Thomas 
Lynch, instrumental in saving a Canadian corvette, will speak 
about Canadian corvette classes during World War Il. Edward A. 
Langlois, |r., founder and President of the South Portland 
Shipyard Society, will share his first-hand knowledge of the 
construction of British Ocean-class freighters and American 
Liberty at South Portland. Avery Booth Stone will recount the 
fascinating tale of sailing a schooner down the Atlantic coast 
with her parents during wartime. Author William P. Quinn's talk 
entitled, "I Never Saw Bob Hope," will provide insight into non- 
combatant Naval service in the Pacific. 

Captain Arthur R. Moore, author of 4 Careless Word...A 
Needless Sinking, will discuss the remarkable and courageous 
contribution to the war effort made by merchant seamen, and the 
terrible price they paid.
